(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, Fob. LI. — At the present 
time of writing the political atmosphere 
is charged with electricity, and at any 
moment a storm may burst upon us. 
No one but a person actually within the 
parliamentary precincts, and daily rub- 
bing shoulders with tho members them- 
selves, can have any idea of tho tension 
which now prevails. It is impossible to 
describe it. Duo foels it is bore, we 
hear about it, and at any time the sur- 
charged clouds may burst. Fat ty lines 
are effaced, race prejudices are aroused, 
and differences of creed emphasized. 
All this state of affairs is due to Mr. 
McCarthy's unfortunate action in regard 
to the duul language question. 1 say 
"unfortunate" because, although con- 
vinced in time the dual language sys- 
tem in the Territories will have to go, 
to briny on the question now as part of 
the programme of the Equal Rights' 
Association, is held by nine-tenths of 
the Ontario members to be a mistaken 
move, and likely to lead tu bitterness, 
t an, •our and heartburnings. And so we 
have seen it in the House this week and 
tho end is not yet. We have proposi- 
tion and proposition before the Com- 
mons, the ministerialists are paralyzed, 
the opposition are disorganized— no one 
knows what the end will lie. The com- 
ing week is being anxiously« 1 looked for- 
ward tf). 

TI1K PROVISIONAL ALLOWANCE. 

The proposal to reduce the provisional 
allowances of the postoffico officials in 
British Columbia from 'J3 to 15 per 
cent, is looked upon as the insertion of 
the "thill edge of the wedge," and that 
if allowed to go into effect, next year a 
further reduction will take place, and soon 
each year until the allowances are wiped 
out altogether. There is no doubt what- 
ever that the intention of the depart- 
ment is to abolish these allowances al- 
together. Col. Prior and Mr. Karle, 
however, take the ground that it is only 
fair that they should bo continued ow- 
ing to the difference in tho cost of liv- 
ing between Ontario and British Col- 
umbia. 

TUB HULL RIOTS, 
The disgraceful riots at Hull this week 
and last week have been tho cause of much 
discussion in the Parliament buildings. 
Only those British Columbians who 
have visited Ottawa can conceive bow 
the matter comes home to us. .Standing 
on the high blulTin rear of the parlia- 
mentary library, at our feet flows the 
majestic Ottawa, the boundary line be- 
tween Ontario and Quebec, and on the 
the bank opposite is the town, which 
some dignify with the name of city, of 
Hull. It is a place of some eight or nine 
thousand inhabitants, nearly aii Roman 
Catholics and French. On the main 
street there are a few decent-looking 
buildings, but, as a rule, all tlie dwell- 
ings in the town are miserable in ap- 
pearance, character and accommodation. 
From these dwellings have come on two 
separate evening* a horde of yelling peo- 
ple to make war on defenceless women. 
The apathy of the Hull authorities in 
not dealing proinply and efficaciously 
with these rutliaus has been the subject 
of wide comment. Last Tuesday Miss 
Wright and her lady friends were of- 
fered an escort of one thousand young 
men of Ottawa, but tho escort was de- 
clined, the authorities giving assurances 
that the party would not be molested, 
What amount of dependence can be 
placed upon these assurances we now 
know. An effort was made in parlia- 
ment to utilize the riots to the disad- 
vantage of the Dominion government, 
but without effect. John Charlton, 
whose hand appears to be raised against 
everybody, and who hardly seems to 
have a friend in the House, brought the 
matter up on two occasions, and on the 
lust one he gut such a dressing down 
that he will not forget it for a long

time. It need not be premised that the 
administration of the law of Canada 
rests solely with the provinces. The 
Federal parliament makes the laws; tho 
provinces must see that they are obeyed. 
If the Hull authorities have not tho 
means of preserving order and prevent- 
ing a breach of the peace, then it de- 
volves upon Mr. Mereier to come to 
their assistance. Mr. Charlton wanted 
to throw the bin mo on lho Dominion 
government, but his attempt was warm- 
ly repelled by Sir John Maedonald. It 
remained, however, for Mr. Blake, 
Charlton's old leader, whoso voice had 
not been heard in tho chamber for two 
years, to get up and literally pulverise 
his quondam follower. It seemed to 
thoso of us who heard him that Mr. 
Blake took Mr. Charlton in his arms, 
and then with one mighty Samsonian 
squeeze, drove all the breath out of him, 
It was a well merited thrashing and 
will he a lesson to Mr. Charlton us long 
as he lives. 

Hon. Mil.. ABBOTT, 
The greatest regret prevails among 
the members of both Houses that a dan- 
gerous malady should have driven Hon. 
.1. J. C. Abbott from public life, and 
perhaps. foyever. Mr. Abbott is suffer- 
ing from disease of tho bladder, the 
same complaint that took oil the Hon. 
John Maedonald. His physicians state 
that rest and <|iiiet are imperative, and 
accordingly Mr. Abbott has gono to 
Florida for the remainder of the winter. 
His absence from the Senate is greatly 
felt. He above all others had the fa- 
culty of keeping the old gentlemen in 
good humor, they deferred to Mr. Ab- 
bott's judgment, and under his able 
management business went on apace. 
But now the Senators tire, as sheep with- 
out a shepherd. True Mr. Lacosto is 
acting leader, but while of the govern- 
ment he is not in the government, and 
it is hardly to bo expected that things 
will go on well under such circum- 
stances. The whole matter, therefore, 
resolves itself into this —the government 
will either have to take some prompt 
steps to remedy the existing state of 
affairs or the Senators will "rise up on 
their hunkers," as Artoinus Ward used 
to say, and there will be a rebellion. 
We had an incipient one yesterday. 
Senator McCalliiin's railway bill 
was up for consideration, and 
Mr. Lacosto not knowing the lino 
the government proposed to take in 
regard to it asked that its further con- 
sideration be postponed until be could 
ascertain what the government's views 
were Then it was that some of the 
Senators got mad, and gave Mr. Lacosto 
plainly to understand that they were 
not mere voting machines. If Mr. 
Abbot had been there such an outbreak, 
of course, would have been avoided. 
Mr. Abbot's illness, of course, complete- 
ly knocks on the head, for the present, 
the proposed trip to Australia to dis- 
cuss with the governments of our sister 
colonies tho question of improved trade 
relations. It may be, however, that 
after the session the government will 
appoint siiiiie other minister to perform 
the duty, but of this it is premature to 
speak. 

TllK CHINA STK.YM KttS A Nil VICTORIA. 

No more disgusted man could bo 
found in the Commons chamber on 
Thursday than Col. Prior, llo had just 
returned from the Finance Department, I 
where he had been perusing the corre- 
spondence relating to the subsidy to the 
China-Japan steamers. A most careful 
consideration of the documents revealed 
the fact that, as 1 telegraphed you, not 
the slightest effort appears to have been | 
made to compel tho steamers to call at , 
Victoria outwards and inwards. There '• 
isan Order-in Council of May, 1886, in 
answer to a petition of Senator Mac- 
douald, Messrs. Shakespeare and Baker, 
and Lieut. -Governor Cornwall praying 
that if a subsidy bo givon to the China 
steamers that it be mads impera- 
tive for them to call at Victoria. 
This Order in-Council acknowledges re- 
ceipt of tho same, uid says the 1'. M. O. 
to whom the matter was referred ad- 
vises the Council that the stipulations 
asked for must be make by the imperial 
postollice atl I horil ies, and not the 1 )o- 
miniou, as the imperial government 
';es the contract. Apart from this 
hoary chestnut, the correspondence con- 
tains absolutely nothing about Victoria's 
interests, although it is plainly to bo 
seen that Vancouver has not been over- 
looked. Both Col. Prior and Mr. Karle 
ire very indignant over the neglect, anil 
H an early opportunity they will give 
expression in the House to their feel- 
ing's. 

TUB COMBINES ACT. 

Mr. Wallace's bill to amend tho Com- 
bines Act of last session has been intro- 
duced, and in a few days t here will 
doubtless be a strong lobby here work- 
ing against the bill. Tho measure 
knocks out the. word "unduly," which 
the Senate put into the act lust session, 
thus destroying its efficiency. Another 
feature of tho bill is that it puts right 
the point in last year's act concerning 
which the trades unionists have been 
complaining. It removes the Senate 
clause, and substitutes therefor the fol- 
lowing: "The foregoing provisions of 
(his act shall not apply to the exercise 
of any handicraft, or to the performance 
of labor, but subject t o such exception 
they shall be construed as if section 22 
of the Trades Union Act had not been 
enacted." 

MR. RVKERT. 

There hat been a good deal of dis- 
cussion this week in reference to the 
Globe's latest revelations in respect to 
Mr. Rykert. At the last general elec- 
tion the Sands timber limiFdeal was a 
potent issuo in Lincoln County — the 
general charge being that Mr. Rykert 
bad utilized his position OS a member of 
parliament to secure certain timber 
limits for a Michigan man, for which 
service he received a good round sum. 
Mr. Rykert claims that lie has a good 
defence. He insists that the work 
which he did was fair and above board, 
ami that ho was fully entitled to any re- 
muneration which he obtained. The 
t !ril papers, however, charge t hat Mr. 
Rykert palmed oil' a worthless limit 
upon Mr. Sands, or rather that that 
gentleman paid 8200,000 for timbor 
which was not worth one quarter of that 
mini. As to t bat, however, the public 
must be the judge. Where the con- 
demnation of Mr. Rykert conies iil> 
however, is on his using (he names of 
ministers in his letters, for which he 
had not the slightest authority, and the 

disavowals by Sir John and Mr. Bowoll 
in the House on Thursday of any con- 
nection with the deal were promptly 
accepted. There are members of par- 
liament and members of parliament. 
The ideal member eonieu to Ottawa de- 
termined to do his duty by his constitu- 
ents and by the country without expec- 
tation of favor or reward. Another 
class are always on the lookout for pros- 
pective changes by which they will 
beuofit, and a still more sordid class 
take the pickings as they come along. 
This class, as far as my experience 
goes, is a small one, and it is well for 
the country that it is so. Tho sooner 
those men, who intimate that they want 
their palms well groused before they 
will do any v. ork in the interests of 
their constituents, tire dropped tho hot- 
ter it will be for tho country.

Corn 
is falling under the continued 
heavy shipments from America. 
Tie average decline is tid; barley is Od 
higher; oats are 3d higher. At to-day's 
market English wheats were held; Rus- 
sian anil Indian were in tho sellers' fav- 
or; Californian on spot was firm; flour 
was slow; American corn was weak; 
hurley and oats were steady. 

Ynuai! Abe l.laroln'n Illness. 

London, Feb. 25. — Notwithstanding 
tho fact that the condition of Abraham 
Lincoln, son of United States Minister 
Robert Lincoln, is slightly improved, the 
attending physicians consider his case 
as Btill being doubtful.

London, Feb. 0,3 — j,, y, e Commons 
to-day Sir ,J anies Ferguson announced 
the acceptance by Her Majesty's gov- 
ernment of an invitation to participate 
in the deliberations of the international 
labor conference shortly to lie convened 
in Berlin.

It is true that the Tories are making an 
immense amount of party capital out of 
the matter which, though apparently 
harmless, is none the less a great mis- 
take on the part of the Liberals and 
Nationalists in the present critical state 
of alfuirs. Every available spot in the 
north division of St. Pancras (where 
an election is being held, caused by the 
succession of Mr. Cochrane Baillie to 
the peerage), is covered with placards 
in the interest of both parties, each pre- 
senting its version of the (hidings of the 
Purncll commission. In addition to 
these the tories have caused the circula- 
tion of thousands of hand bills denounc- 
ing the liberals for having entered into 
uu agreement with the ParnelUtes pledg- 
ing the liberal party to the support of 
measures designed to throw tho Irish 
schools into tho hands of Catholics.

THE ENLrLlSH REFORMATION. 

The first of a series of Lenten lec- 
tures, upon the refoi illation, was given 
lust night at Christ Church Cathedra] 
by the Rev. H. Kingham, His subject 
was " The early history of the English 
Church." After his introductory re- 
marks tho lecturer referred to the in- 
troduction of Christianity into Britain. 
One tradition attributes it to Bran, the 
son of Caradaous ; whilst Clement, an 
early bishop of Rome, attributes it to the 
Apostle St. Paul. 

But, as a matter of history, three 
British bishops were present, at the 
council which was hold at Aries in Caul, 
A. 1). 314. British bishops were also 

invited to the. council of Nieeu, A. I). 
325, and accepted the decrees of the 
council. 

Thus the British church, with the 
Sacraments of baptism and the Lord's 
■Upper, tho orthodox faith find the 
apostolic ministry of bishops, priests 
and deacons, flourished until tho sixth 
century, when the Pagan-Saxons in- 
vaded Britain and drove tho Christians 
to Wales and Con wall. 

The lecturer then referred to tho 
mission work of Bishop Luidhard and 
IJiu'on Bertha amongst the Saxons, A. 
D. fiNT, and pointed out that Augustine's 
mission to England A. 1). 007, < 1 i < 1 not 
make the English Church part of the 
Italian Church, much less could Augus- 
tine have Committed the English 
Church, in advance, to doctrines and 
practices which wore then undreamed of 



oven in Rome itself. Nor would Bishop 
Gregory, of Rome (who sent Augustine 
to England), allow any bishop of the 
Christian Church to assume the title of 
universal bishop, declaring that "who- 
soever calls himself 'universal bishop' is 
tho forerunner of anti-Christ." 

After tho death of Augustine the two 
schools of Christians in Britain (the 
British Christians and the Saxon Chris- 
tians) were, being drawn closer and 
closer together, and at length agreed to 
unite under Theodore, a Creek who was 

consecrated Archbishop of Canterbury 
A. D. (170. Thus the English Church 
was welded into one compact organism 
long before England was a nation or had 
any central government, 

the subject of next Tuesday's lecture 
is, "Foreign Aggression Resented."

(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Out., Feb. 25.— Tho corres- 
pondence relative to tho calling of tho 
China steamers at Victoria was tabled 
to-night, it bears out tho previous 
despatch, that nothing was done to 
carry out Victoria's wishes. A des- 
patch was received from Lord KnutB- 
ford, dated June 24th lust, in which he 
points out that the contract for tho 
trans-Pacific service hud been already 
signed by the Canadian Pacific, and tho 
despatch concludes us follows: " 1 re- 
quest, therefore, that the government of 
British Columbia be informed that Her 
Majesty's government regret that it is 
not now possible to consider this appli- 
cation." 

The papers with reference to tho Alas- 
ka boundary were presented to parlia- 
ment to-day. The government of Brit- 
ish Columbia, in a despatch dated March 
10th, 18S7, represent the urgent impor- 
tance of the early settlement of the 
boundary between Canada and Alaska, 
and ask that British Columbia he ic- 
presented upon any commission which 
may bo appointed for that purpose. Tbu 
provincial government urges that the 
line which Great Britain is entitled to 
secures to the crown a very large area 
of territory, together with valuable wa- 
ter ways now claimed by the United 
States. 

Hon. Edward Blake will ask ask if 
my coriespondence has been exchanged 
between Canada and England relative 
to the fortifications of British Columbia. 

Sir John stated to-night, on being 
mestioned as to the Behring's Sen mat- 
;er, that a despatch from the British 
Embassador at Washington intimated he 
had just received instructions from Kn- 
lund to enter upon the discussion of tlie 
arious questions relating to the fish- 
eries, and he was only waiting for the 
Canadian representative. 

Tlie Government will introduce a bill

The government to-day declined to 
allow the extension of the Gait Line 
charter to run through the Crow's Nest 
Pass until the pass has been properly 
surveyed.

The future 
route will be determined by the gover- 
nor-in-counoil. 



GAME PRESERVATION. 

Preliminary Jleetlntr for tho Formation of 
an Association with This for 
Its Object. 

A' preliminary meeting of lovers of 
true sport who are anxious to form a 
game protective association in this city 
was held in the parlor of tho King's 
Head saloon, Johnson street, last evening 
with Mr. Jas.Tolmie,M.P.P,in the chair. 
Mr. W. H. Ladner, M.P.P., who was 
present, gave some interesting particu- 
lars of the etl'orts being made on tho 
Mainland to increase the quality- -and 
quantity of the game there. Chinese 
and Japanese pheasants were to bo in- 
troduced und a large consignment of 
these rare sporting birds would arrive 
at Vancouver by the next Oriental 
steamer. It was also the intention to 
increase the protection to the quail, and 
five hundred dollars or more would be 
pent on the Mainland this year for tho 
benefit of the game. In the amend- 
ment to the < mine Law, which he had 
introduced this session, the protection 
of game birds on tho Mainland was 
dealt with, and there was also a clause 
roviding that the Lieut. -Govornor-in- 
iouncil might incorporate any gun club 
or game protective association, without 
expense to those seeking incorporation, 
or the delays and inconveniences inci- 
lental to procuring a charter by a pri- 
vate bill. In the Manitoba game law it 
i provided that railways or express 
lines carrying game out of the province 
were liable to a heavy penalty; and ho 
thought that such a measure might do 
d in British Columbia in checking 
the exportation of game in its raw state, 
n several of tlie Eastern provinces 
hooting privileges cost the tourist §50 
o each gun for every season, and he was 
,lso limited in tho quantity of the gatno 
bagged. It would be worth considering 
whether such legislation would not also 
be beneficial here.

We reproduced for our readers yester- 
day the clause in the preamble of Mr. 
McCarthy's bill which lias caused such 
a stir in the Dominion Parliament As 
we have since found iu one of our ex 
changes Sir John Thompson's amend 
ment which was accepted by so large a 
majority of the House of Commons, it 
may bo as well to publish the objection- 
able clause ot the preamble again, so 
that our readers may be ablo to com- 
pare it with Sir John Thompson's 
amendment. The following after the 
title are tho tirst words of Mr. Mc- 
Carthy's bill : 

"Whereas, it is expedient in tho in- 
terest of the national unity of tho Do- 
minion that there should be community 
of language among tbo people of Can- 
ada ami that the enactment in 'Tin 
Northwest Territories Act' allowing tho 
use of the Flench language be ex- 
punged therefrom. Therefore," etc., 
eto. 

'This is the amendment named by the 
Minister of Justice and adopted by the 
Government as expressing its views on 
the subject : 

"That the House having regard to the 
long continued use of the French lan- 
guage in Old Canada and to the cove 
nants on that subject embodied in tin 
British North America Act, cannot 
agree to the declaration contained in 
the said bill as the basis thereof, that it 
is expedient in the interest of national 
unity of the Dominion that there should 
be a community of language among the 
people of Canada ; that on the contrary, 
the House declares its adherence to said 
covenants and its determination to re- 
sist any attempt to impair the same; 
that at the same time the House deems 
it expedient and proper and not incon- 
sistent with the covenants that tlie 
Legislative Assembly of the Territories 
should receive from the Parliament of 
Canada power to regulate, after tin hex 
general election of the Assembly, ill 
proceedings of the Assembly and lb 
manner u recording and publishing the 
rules of proceedings." 

By this resolution the House of 
Commons refuses to interfere with the 
provision guaranteeing the people of 
Quebec the use of their language con 
taincd in the Constitution of the Do 
minion, while it acknowledges the right 
of the people of the Northwest Terri 
tories to settle this nmttter for themselves 
We cannot see what objection any rea- 
sonable man can have to this resolution 
We are not surprised that it was carried 
by a majority of 141) to 60. All that 
we wonder at is that it was not ac- 
cepted, as .Mr. Mulock'a loyalty resolu- 
tion was, by the whole House. Mr. 
McCarthy's bill asserted the right of the 
Federal Legislature to dictate to the 
Territories, and the Provinces as well, 
what language or languages they 
should use iu their Legislatures and 
their otficial documents. This was, we 
hold, an infringement on their conatitu 
tiouul rights, and for that reason, if for 
no other, McCarthy's bill should bo re 
jected. 



cess in the Legislature and in tho 
Cabinet. A cambric needle is a 
useful implement, but it cannot take 
the place of a crow-bar ; a pen-knife 
may do its work admirably, but it 
would be folly to ta'icu it into the forost 
to fell trees ; a microscope ran make 
small things look very big, and for some 
purposes it ia indispensable, but for 
ordinary use a pair of good eyes is in- 
finitely preferable. In the same way a 
man may do admirable work in one 
sphere of action, who if removed to an- 
other may prove eithor a blunderer or u 
nonentity. Mr. McCarthy has, up to 
the present, certainly not distinguished 
himself us a legislator. Great things 
wore expected of him whon he was lirst 
elected to Parliament. It was predicted 
that he would soon prove himself to be 
tho man fitted to succeed Sir John Mac- 
donald ua loader of tho Conser- 
vative party. Hut after his second ses- 
sion nothing was said about his being 
Sir John's successor. His failure as a 
parliamentarian was so conspicuous as 
tu be undeniable. Tho stand he has 
taken on the race and religion question 
h is given him an importance which is 
merely factitious. When the excite- 
ment subsides, as it will bo suro to do 
before very long, Mr. Dalton McCarthy 
will again take hi, true place among the 
public men of this Dominion. We 
make bold to say that even if he were an 
ihlor man and better fitted by education 
Hid temperament to be a parliamentary 
leader, the position which he now oc- 
cupies would be an effectual bar to his 
over rising to eminence as a statesmen 
iu this Dominion. 



We have not se^n the division list 
Sir John Thompson's amendment, but 
we venture to say chat all the men in 
the House who can, with tho least pro- 
priety, he regarded as statesmen 
voted for the amendment and 
against the hill. The minority 
we have not a doubt, composed almost 
wholly of small-minded men, (tho have 
not made their mark in the country, 
and who will never make their murk, 
and mere politicians, men who are 
bound to vote in such a way as to please 
the majority of their constituents, whe- 
ther the measure -they support is cal- 
culated to benefit the vhole Dominion 
or not. These men arc bound to keep 
their scats at all hazards. Questions 
like those raised by Mr. McCarthy are 
godsends to men of the former class. 
It affords them the only opportunity 
they will ever have of acquiring notori- 
ety. When the people are excited by 
questions of religion or race, the men 
who are loudest ill their professions of 
zeal for their creed, and who are 
most ready to denounce men of the 
race which they have placed 
antagonism to their own, are apt to 
come to the front. It requires neitb 
intellectual power nor extensive knowl- 
edge nor administrative ability to make 
ardent declarations of devotion to a 
religious denomination, or to denounce 
men of another race and to attribute 
them all sorts of evil designs. There 
are cries when exhibitions of fanaticism 
and race antipathy make a man popu- 
lar, when an ignorant, loud-voiced, 
frothy agitator is preferred to a man of 
large mind and liberal view s, who has 
too much sense and too tender a con- 
science to join in the cry that happens 
for the moment to be popular. In such 

times of excitement tno small politicians 
who are in earnest, and the trading 
politicians who join the movement he- 
cause it is popular, but who aro very 

fur from being in earnest, have 
their innings. After a while 
tho excitement subsides ami reason re- 
sumes the helm. Then little men who 
hud been hoisted to places for wh ;h 
they were unlit, and the trading poli- 
ticians whose insincerity and dishonesty 
had been exposed, fall in the popular 
esteem, and return Co the obscurity 
from which they emerged, Able and 
honeiit men are again chosen to repair, 
if they can, the mischief that has been 
done.

THE NICOLA VALLEY. 

The letters which we published yes 
lorday show that Nicola is in a most 
unhappy condition. A long and severe 
winter following a bad harvest has left 
the settlers in that part of the country 
dmost destitute. The snow is deepand 
iliero is no fodder to he ha. I. This 
means death to live stock of all kinds. 
The grasshoppers last summer ate up 
very green thing that there was in the 
valley; consequently, there is little grain 
In- food and none for seed. The inhab- 
itants are anxiously waiting for the 
winter to break up. But the weather 
continues severe. The much-desired 
Chinook wind has not begun to blow. 
L'o make matters worse, the great depth 
of snow and the cold weather prevent 
the distressed settlers from readily com- 
municating with the other parts of the 
c uintry. Travelling is very difficult and 
to transport heavy loads long distances 
is almost if not quite impossible. 

Even should the spring soon come the 
prospect for the settlers ia not cheering. 
The valley has been almost completely 
denuded of grass, and there is but little 
sjed to put in the ground. It is evident 
that help should be extended to those in 
Nicola who need it. Food should be 
sent there as soon us possible and seed- 
grain. There is a long interval been 
SL-ed time and harvest, during which the 
poorer farmers will need help, and land 
should not be suffered to Ho idle for 
want of seed-grain. Tho crops in that 
p u t of the province wore never before 
destroyed by the grasshopper, and it is 
therefore not likely that the inhabitants 
will again suffer from the ravages of that 
insect. They may therefore sow in 
liope^ When the grass springs up 
again the cattle that have survived 
I he long and cold winter will soon gain 
strength and flesh, and when the au- 
tumn comes the people, if they receive 
the assistance they require, will be in a 
condition to face another winter. We 
trust that enquiries will be made, and 
that the necessitous in Nicola will re- 
ceive the help they need as soon as it 
cm be sent. People who are suffering 
from misfortunes such as theirs have a 
right to the aid of their fellow-country- 
men, and we do not believe that there 
are many in the province who are in a 
position to extend to them a helping 
hand who will not promptly and cheer- 
fully acknowledge the claim. We are 
sure that the people of the rest of Brit- 
ish Columbia only require to know the 
amount and the kind of assistance 
needed in the Nicola district to do what 
is necessary to supply its wants. 



AN INEXCUSABLE ACT.

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THE MUNICIPAL LOAN BY-LAWS. 

To the Editor: On looking ut your 
article in yesterday's issue 1 anticipated 
n criticism of the different by-laws 
Bliortly to be submitted, to the rate- 
payers, Mid I must confess that I was 
greatly disappointed, While mildly 
censuring, ,the Council for silonco in 
respect to repeated references as to the 
mismanagement of the city's financos 
during the past year, you simply sug- 
gest tli;it they hud lietter not do it 
again, and then you practically acqui- 
esce in the requests put forward by the 
corporation for further funds. 

I am of opinion, however, that the 
ratepayers have now had time to mature 
an entirely different view of the matter, 
und will probably demonstrate it at the 
polls on the 4th prbx. 

Vou and your correspondent have 
shown must unmistakably the disgrace- 
ful manner in which the corporato 
finances were dealt with in 1881), and 
yet on the very threshold of their offi- 
cial year, it is cooly suggested that the 
Council slmll be furnished with still 
further advances to experiment with in 
1890. 

For my part I would strongly oppose 
any more loans until the government 
shall have provided for the appointment 
of a provincial auditor, whose reports 
from time to time would show whether 
the revenue and expenditure had been 
legally dealt with or not— this could bo 
arranged by a short amendment to the 
Municipalities Act, and would afford 
protection to the ratepayers which they 
are undoubtedly entitled to— indeed 
the necessity for adopt big such a course 
as this has been so forcibly shown, when 
the corporation has repeatedly, either 
designedly or otherwise, shown its utter 
unfitness to regulate its finances in ac- 
cordance with the laws framed for its 
guidance. 

1 am not a lawyer, and therefore in- 
competent to offer a legal opinion, but 
1 venture to predict that the pream- 
ble of— 

"A by-law to enable the Corporal ion of the 
(.'it v of Victoria to raise the sum of (35,000

will be found so incongruous that no 
investor would look with any confidence 
upon it.

THE ATTORNEY GENERAL AND 
THE CONSOLIDATION OF THE 
STATUTES. 

To THE KniTOR: — The Attorney Gen- 
eral is reported to have said in the 
Legislative Asssnibly, on Monday, in 
moving the second reading of a bill to 
amend tho Medical Act, that the prin- 
cipal object of tho bill was to correct, 
an error in the consolidation of the 
statutes, which, contrary to the spirit 
of tho Medical Act of ISSli, bad created 
a distinction between medical men com- 
ing from Great Britain and Ireland, and 
those coming from the colonies or the 
provinces of Canada. 

As the learned gentleman lias recent- 
ly announced to mo und my brother 
commissioner for tho revision of the 
statutes, as a reason for refusing to pay 
us, that in his opinion much of our 
work is incorrect, and as this question 
must sooner or later come before some 
tribunal for settlement, 1 cannot allow 
the public statement, to go unchallenged. 
The error in this instance is not that of 
the commissioners, but of those who 
cither were ignorant of the existence of 
"The Medical Amendment Ordinance, 
1870," or assumed, without sufficient 
examination, that it had been repealed.

NICOLA VALLEY. 

To THE Editor: — As interior uows 
forms no insignificant part of tho infor- 
mation your daily and weekly journals 
convey the following items may inter- 
est at least a portion of your readers. . 

Since New Year the weather iu this 
section of country has on three occa- 
sions been most severe on stock, the 
thermometer marking from 25 to 35 be- 
low zero. At this place to-day 27 be- 
low is registered, accompanied with a 
keen breeze. The snow fall is on an 
average iH inches. It is also crusted, 
which makes it bad for horses or other 
aniipals unfortunate enough to have to 
"paw" fur a living. 

Last summer will be long and sadly 
remembered by sonic at Nicola, who 
lost their entire crops by the grasshop- 
pers. Fortunately, the calamity only 
fell with force on a few, hut those had 
it without mercy. 

The upper portion of the valley (from 
.Stump bake toQuilchana) including the 
Douglas bake country, only felt the lo- 
cus's in a mild way, but from Quit 
chana to the Coldwater river their de- 
struction to grass and plant life of every 
description was about as complete as if 
a tire swept over the country. 

At bower Nicola the damage was tri- 
fling, SO that on the whole, those lo- 
cated from the foot of Nicola Lake to 
the Coldwater are the parties most se- 
verely affected. 

■ Stockruisers in the upper and lower 
portions of the valley w ill be able to 
pull through (if the winter is not un- 
usually long) without much loss of weak 
cattle, or any outlay in the purchase of 
feed. On the contrary, some are for- 
tunate in having a surplus of hay and 
grain, which has been sold at pleasing 
prices to the seller, and not, grumbled 
at by tin- purchasers. Wild hay sold at 
§20 per ton on tin,- ranch; mixed hay, 
$25; timothy and clover, $30) grain, 
§2 25 to $2.50 is now §3.00 per 100 lbs. 
And neither hay nor grain raised in the 
valley can now he had even at the above

Fifth Parliament—Fourth Sess'ion. 

SL'CTEF.NTH DAY. 

'I'uksday, Feb. 25, 1890, 
Tho Speaker took the chair at 2:15 
p. in: 

Prayers by Rev. D. Fraser. 

M U,N ICIPAMT] E3 AM EN DM ENT. 

Further consideration of this bill 
(Hon. Mr. Heaven), was the first busi- 
ness before the House. New amend- 
ments were adopted, providing that dis- 
trict municipalities have power to ex- 
exempt from statute labor therein, that 
cities be permitted to collect from the 
manager of any public exhibition a fee 
of not more than $10 for each perform- 
ance or exhibition, that the alderman 
who is appointed a licensing commis- 
sioner by council be empowered to mime 
another alderm m to fill bis place ia.the 
event of his inability to sit on the li- 
censing board ; that in case of the holder 
of a liquor license desiring to transfer 
it, he must duly advertise his inten- 
tion for thirty days ut least 
in the local newspaper ; that petitions 
asking for the granting of liquor licenses 
be presented with the applications for 
licenses; and that the following changes 
he made to section 183, "By striking 
out the words ' resident electors en- 
titled to vote for a member of tho Legis- 
lative Assembly in the polling division,' 
and inserting in liew- thereof the words 
' land owners and resident householders 
and the wives of Bitch resident house- 
holders living with them, within the 
township or district municipality.' " 

Another amendment was rIso made to 
extend the jurisdiction of justices of the 
peace, and the furl her consideration of 
the report was adjourned until the next 
sitting of the House. 

REPORT. 

The committee on standing orders and 
private bills reported tho preambles 
proved of the bills to amend the Co- 
quit lam Water Works Act and to in 
corporate the New Westminster Street 
Railway Company. Report received. 
THE RAILWAY IHI.r.. 

Hon. Mr. Davie moved the second 
reading of a bill respecting railways 
(No. 2). He explained at considerable 
length the various clauses of this im- 
portant bill. 

Hon. Mr. Heaven acknowledged that 
tbe introduction of a railway bill was a 
step in the right direction, and claimed 
that it was the constant agitation of the 
opposition that induced the government 
to take the move that they had. He 
criticised the bill as being almost an ex- 
act copy of the Ontario Railway Bill, 
and advised the lion. Attorney (leneriil 
to follow out his policy by recommend- 
ing that tho statutes of Ontario be 
adopted bolus bolus as the law of Brit- 
ish Columbia. In conclusion the "on. 
gentleman remarked: "I shall have lit- 
tle more to say about this bill." 

Hon. Mr. Davie— You have not saic 
anything yet. (Hear, hear.) 

linn. Mr. Beaven concluded by saying 
that he would give the bill bis support, 

Hon. Mr. Robson— Do you feel better 
now? (Smiles.) 

Col. Baker thought that it was not 
customary to discuss the provisions of a 
bill of this nature in the House after it 
had passed the railway committee, 
which was composed of a majority of 
the House. The picking to pieces of 
each section was an altogether unneces 
snry proceeding. 

Mr. Martin approved of the principle 
of the bill, but would have a few amend 
incuts to introduce in committee, par 
ticularly in reference to the protection 
of cattle. 

Col. Baker said that the protection of 
cattle was fully covered in the bill. 

Mr. Semlin did not opposo tho bill, 
but hoped that when it went into coin 
mittee especial care would be taken to 
see that the clauses referring lo fencing 
were applicable to this province. As 
the bill was modelled from the Ontario 
Act it was very possible that the error 
would be made in it of enacting the 
same regulations in respect to fencing 
that were in force in Ontario, and which 
would not apply in this province where 
the conditions were entirely dissimilar 

Mr. (.rant was pleased to see that tb 
government had introduced a hill of 
this nature, as railwyoa wore tho things 
most needed to make British Columbl 
thu great and glorious country that her 
native resources fitted her lo be. He 
did not approve of the bill being copied 
from the Ontario statute, as the legtsla 
tion of Ontario or any other country 
might be faulty, and the people of 
British Columbia were fully competent 
to originate their own laws. He would, 
however, support the bill. As had been 
already said, it was a step in tho right 
direct ion. 

The bill passed its second reading and 
was committed with Mr. Cunningham 
in the chair. 

The committee rose upon tho 9th sec- 
tion, reported progress, and asked Uave 
to sit again.
